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EMPLOYMENT STATISTICS : AUSTRALIA JANUARY, 1951 
The Commonwealth Statistician has issued a preliminary statement 
relating to employment in Australia during the month of January, 1951, with 
corresponding figures for carlier months. Detailed statistics on all groups 
mentioned below will appear shortly in the usual monthly Bulletin. 


Monthly records of employment referred to in this statement relate to 
all wage and salary earners except those in rural industry and female private 
domestic service, and therefore coverabout 90 per cent of all wage and salary earners 
in employment. Figures quoted are subject to revision. 


Particulars of wage and salary earners in employment in Australia, 
according to main industrial groups, are shown in the following table for the months 
of January, 1950, December, 1950 and January, 1951. 
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EMPLOYMENT BY PUBLIC AUTHORITIES 


The number of persons employed in Australia by the Public Authorities 
(Commonwealth, State, Local and Semi-Governmental ) on services such as railways, 
tramways, the post office, air transport, education, police, public works, migration, 
eto., and in administration in January, 1951 was 671,500. There was an increase of 
1,600 in the numbers employed by public authorities of the Commonwealth and a 
decrease of 200 in those of State and Local Authoritics. 
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
